' TabPe 2 indicates tfiat between 1969 and 1973 total enrollments in ^ • 

Maryland increase^d £rom^34 thousand .to 177 thousand ^ an increase of 35%. 

Virtually all of .the increase in enrollment in this period was itj. ^he public ' 

:(jnstKtutioiis with 54% of the total increase accounted 'for by *the coimnunity col- 

leges 'alone - from 35 thousand to 59 thousand students. The community; colleges 

increased 68%, the State Colleges increased 53%, the University incr^sed 16%, 

and the private colleges increased only 4%-=" in total enrollment 'in the five year

petiod. The private cplleges ^ade up 23% of *the total enrollment in 1969 and 

only 185; of the tdtal' enrollnient in 1973- (GRAPH 1) V. 

When the' total enrollment is looked at by; level of study, the lower 

division and unclassified students ^nc^eased in the five years by 34% (86 to , 

116 thousand), upper divi^^ion students'by 29% (27 to 35 thousand), first pro- 

fessional students by 17% (33 to 39 hundred), and ^gra^uate students increased

Cost and Ability to Pay ' 

The previous section points put the declining propensity of griiduating 
high school seniors toward iramediate college enrcpllment . One may speculate a number', 
of reasons for this decline - the econojuy, the end of the draft, employment alter^^* 



natives, or perhaps a combination ode these and other reasons ^ There probably^ is no 
doubt that the rising cost of higher education tp the student is a factor which, in 

^ , V . 

combination with the%above factors^ is contributing to the decline of immediate 
•college enrollment out of high school. * How much' of the decline in propensity is 
contributable to t^e lack of' ability of the students and their families to pay tlie • 
cost is unclear, the following data, however, document th^problem.. ^ 

•The College Schoiarship Service of the College Entrance Examination Board 
evaluates the ability of parents and students to pay toii^ard college costs. The re- 
suits of the 1973 data is given in Table 16 as the percent of families able to 
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contribute a given anount o£ nyney for college e»penses. The shox^ that 
50% of the families could not afford -to pay up to $1,Q00 for the cost of edu- 
cation. Compating the ability'to pay data with the cost data given in Table 
17 for tuitfon, fees, rooiii, >b.aard,. book^ and supplies indicates that the pij^^ity 
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of Students in the su^rvey from' ilaryland cannot af for^^ to pay ,th6^ull cost in 

any State Collqge ox tRe University. The private institutions, of course, are 

even Aore expensive. ^ • i

Admissions Testing Programs of the College Entrance Eacamination Board show simi- 
iar financial .problems as* to the ability of families to pay the cost of higher , 
education. Table 18 indicates that 53% of these students* families cpuld not ^ 
pay up to -$1,800 a year toward the cost df their education. Another factor 
pointed up in^the data is that 62% of the Black students ^ families could not pay 
up to $625 a. year toward education costs. . - \ 

Obviously, the increasing cost of^ education and available financial 
assistance are impsYtant factors in determining increased participation rates 
'in higher education, particularly oa a full-time bagis. ' ' 

, An important j^nt that must be presented here without substantiating 
data, although much of the data previously presented bears on the issue, is 
that any significant increase in the rate pf students attending higher education 
must come from the lower groups, both academically and financially simply be- 
cause most of the upper groups both academically and financially ar'e already in- 
volved in higher education. Further cost increases are therefore likely tS af- 
fact the increased rate of participation in higher education because the lower 
Income groups will be involved to ^mu'ch larger degree. The potential rate ex- 
pansion from the lower group academically is probably an important factor in 
the pa*5l: cind future growth of the non-ba,chelor degree programs in the conpunity 
colleges as previously noted. 30 * '

nore different states' pub- 
lic education costs. . 

"Only some Vietnam 
veterafas who live in low i 
tuition states have - sums j 
for subsistence that equal 
those which World War II 
vets received," it said.

The' World War H GI 
Bill paid college tuitions 
up to $500 per year and 
gave veterans $75 a month 
for. living expenses, which 
exceeded the minimum- 
wage pay of that time. 
Mkny sch ools also pro- 
vided veterans with hous- 
ing and jobs. 

Todayfe stipends start at 
'$220 ^ month for unmar- 
ried veterans, a lump sum 
intended to cpver all edu- 
cation and living cdsts. 
Congress has passed a new 
bill raising allowances 23 
percent, to $270 at the^ 
basic level, but President 
Fjord has indicated he may 
veto it as inflationary* 

The report said the new 
bill, too, would be inade- 
quate ajid urges ^ther 
state or federal action to 



give veterans "a tuition 
equalizer payment." 

It said: "A veteran can 
attend San Francisco State 
and ^spend only J 9.2 per- 
cent of his GI Bill for edu- 
cation. J^e^s left with. 
$1600 for subsistence or 
$178 per month: 

"A veteran from ^Ihe 
same company may have 4 
returned to Buffalo, N;Y., 
where he will haVe to 
snend $1116 for education I 
leaving him with $96 per

"As a result, 41.4 per- 
cent of California's veter- 
ans have used the GI Bill^ 
to attendv college or junior 
"college, and only 22.3 per- 
cent of New York's vjsts 
have done so." ^ - .
